“We are going 
to make a park of that area and 
if we begin permitting anyone to 
use any portion of the tract, tnere 
will be no stopping. We don’t 
want any parking, any .tands, or 
any temporary use of the prop- 
erty by anyone except the city it- 
self.”

the North sea, “destroying” an. 

aircraft carrier and scoring severe | 

hits on a battleship.) | 
Raid “a Failure.” 

British tacticians called yester- 
day's German aerial raid on a. 
home fleet squadron in the North 
sea “a complete failure.” Naval 
circles promptly boasted there was 
no fear for Britain's continued 
mastery of the seas in the face of 
this new German effort to break it. 

The British version of the en- 

, Bagement was given to the house. 
of commons by Winston Churchill, | 
first lord of the admiralty, after | 
an inquiry by Laborite A. V. Alex-. 
andér as to the truth of a German 
communique claiming Nazi air- 
craft had destroyed a British air- 
plane carrier, scored “several se- 
vere hits on one battleship” and 
escaped unscathed. | 

Churchill said the home fleet 
commander, Admiral Sir Charles 
Forbes, reported that approxi- 
mately a score of German planes 
attacked a squadron of British 
capital ships together with an air- 
craft carrier, cruisers and destroy- 
ers. 

“No British ship was hit and no 
British casualties were incurred,” 
said Churchill. “One German fly- 
ing boat was shot down and an- 
other was reported badly dam- 
aged.” 

House Cheers Report. 

The house cheered vociferously, 
and then added that another Ger- 
man plane came down in the 
North sea and with her crew of 
four was picked up by a British 
destroyer. 

Late tonight, the ministry of in- 
formation reiterated the British | 
version that there had been no- 
damage to British ships. In a state- 
ment it said: 

“The statement made by the, 
first sea lord is literally and ab- 
solutely correct and there is no 
truth whatever in the German 
counter statement.” 

The Berlin “counter statement” 
said a heavy bomb had struck the 
British aircraft carrier and two 
lighter bombs had struck the bat-. 
tleship. | 

Second Naval Raid. 

The German attack on the Brit- 
ish fleet was the second major en- 
gagement of the war between sea 
and air forces. On September 5, 
Britain reported a flight of its 
planes raided German warships at 
Kiel, inflicting heavy damage by 
dive-bombing. The British con- 
fessed to casualties during the 
raid, Some of their fliers were tak- 
en prisoner. 

British accounts of the last at- 
tack, 150 miles off the Norwegian 
coast, attributed the failure of the 
Germans to score hits to their re- 
luctance to dive low in the face 
of British anti-aircraft fire. 

Naval men here asserted it is 
extremely difficult for aircraft to 
score direct hits on ships at sea. 
They said squadrons could easily 
carry out zigzag maneuvers ands 
bring into play anti-aircraft guns 
of such caliber as to make low 
flying attacks “suicidal.” |

Nazi, Soviet Dream 

Reports from Europe of conferences between 
representatives of Hitler's Germany and Stalin's 
Russia for the purpose of “redrawing the map” 
of Eastern Europe, confirm earlier stories of the 
German dreams of conquest over all the old 
continent and of German plans for subjugation 
of all other peoples there. These former re- 
ports were so far-fetched, so fantastic, that they 
have been ignored as impossibilities, even in 
conception. Now, as the first steps, just as 
outlined, are apparently being taken greater 
credence may be placed in the Nazi world plot. 

According to documents, maps and reports 
said to have come from Nazi centers in Ger- 
many, Hitler and his lieutenants have already 
planned the elimination of other nations from 
Europe and the dismemberment of their terri- 
tories. The ultimate plan, according to this 
story, is to divide Europe under three powers 
only. Germany, of course, would get the lion's 
share, Russia would extend her boundaries 


a 


westward to absorb the smaller eastern states, 
while Italy would be rewarded with a nice slice 
of Southern France and almost all of Spain. 

* Germany would spread until her borders in- 
cluded France and Britain, Belgium, Switzer- 
land, Holland and the Scandinavian countries 
as well as part of Poland and other weaker 
powers. In fact, when the plan should be com- 
pleted, there would be, in all Europe, no powers 
whatever save the three, Germany, Russia and 
Italy. 

The French people, under this scheme, would 
either be “eliminated” or moved in toto, into 
Africa. France would then be open for colon- 
ization by millions of Germans. 

Britain would be forced to surrender her en- 
tire fleet and, helpless, would receive only such 
food supplies as Germany permitted. These 
would be so scant that practically half the pop- 
ulation would die off, in a few. years, from 
malnutrition and starvation. 

Everything of value, from manufacturing 
equipment to art treasures, would be removed 
from the conquered lands and taken to Ger- 
many. In fact, Britain, France and all the 
other countries would be reduced to impotent 
decay and ruin, except in so far as Germany 
desired their territory for the spread of her 
own people. | 

A fantastic and impossible dream, of course. 
But one which is given more than a shadow of 
credibility by the past record of Nazi aggression 
and by today’s diplomatic indications from Ber- 
lin and Moscow. According to the plan out- 
lined it has, so far, been followed with remark- 
able fidelity. Austria, Czecho-Slovakia and 
Poland have met the fate prepared. There can 
be little doubt that a man with the philosophy 
of a Hitler would carry out such a scheme with 
ruthless disregard for humanity, if he could. 

The hope of the world seems, more and more, 
to rest upon the outcome of the struggle now 
intensifying on Germany's “West Wall.” It 
won't be a very pleasant world in which to live 
if the forces of Nazidom conquer.

Misunderstanding, Somewhere 

Reported expulsion of a freshman student 
from Richmond Academy, the Augusta (Ga.) 
high schooi, because he refused to take an R. 
O. T. C. course must be the result of a misunder- 
standing on the part of some unnamed school 
official. For it is incredible that any school in 
Georgia, supported by public funds, should 
make military training compulsory. 

No such condition could arise in Atlanta, in 
Fulton or in DeKalb county. R. O. T. C. train- 
ing is given in the local schools, to be sure, but 
enrollment is entirely voluntary. In fact, lack 
of equipment keeps many boys who wish to take 
this course, out of it. 

Compulsory military training in any state- 
supported school in Georgia smacks too much 
of the militaristic dictatorships of Europe to 
be acceptable to Americans. 


It matters not whether, as individuals, we 
agree or disagree with the boy involved in this 
case, or his father, a conscientious objector. 
The important point is that any attempt to 
make the R. O. T. C. course compulsory in such 
a school as Richmond Academy is altogether 
repulsive to American ideals. We have not yet 
reached that point when boys of 13 or over 
have to be conscripted, against their will, into 
any form of military training or military 
service. 


R. O. T. C. training is believed, by a ma- 
jority of Georgians, to be wise and desirable. 
It is a part of the curricula at most high schools 
and colleges in the state. But, in so far as 
known, enrollment is entirely voluntary at all 
educational institutions supported by public 
funds in this state. In all probability it is 
equally voluntary at Richmond Academy. The 
case of 13-year-old Paul Brinkman must have 
arisen out of a misunderstanding. When all the 
facts are known this will, in all likelihood, 
prove to be the case and the apparent injustice 
will be rectified. 


Happiness in the Country 

There is a bright side, as well as a depress- 
ing angle, to the evacuation of over 1,000,000 
children from London in anticipation of air 
raids from Germany. Many of those removed 
to farm lands for their protection against war 
from the skies never before saw, or hoped to 
experience, the beauties of country life. All 
they had known of life was what they had ex- 
perienced in narrow city streets. 

This new life is proving a revelation to them. 
They are quartered on large estates, in many 
instances, with servants to wait upon them; 
fresh air, sunken gardens, beautiful trees, 
flowers and streams are theirs to revel in in- 
stead of dusty sidewalks and foul air. Plenty 
of excellent food, too, and comfortable sleeping 
quarters. 

The sight of chickens, cows and pigs, and 
trees laden with fruit, were theirs for the first 
time. And one may rest assured it wasn’t long 
before these youngsters, untutored in the ways 
of country life, knew all about apple gathering, 
blackberry picking, fishing, swimming and other 
things children like to delight in when removed 
from the less wholesome atmosphere of city 
streets. 

Rural schools, closed since evacuation, are 
now re-opening. By utilizing village halls and 
other gathering places, by taking children on 
field trips, by putting school buses on double 
shifts, teachers, who accompanied the children 
into the country, expect to resume schooling for 
most of the children without great delay. 

Yet, it seems nothing less than a travesty on 
Christian civilization that :t required a threat 
of destruction by poison gas, explosives and fire 
from a supposedly ruthless enemy to clear the 
slums, even if temporarily, of the world’s largest 
city. It should not be forgotten that each tiny 
tot, each grade school youngser, each baby in 
arms, each high school kid, despite this new in- 
sight into life, still carries his gas mask where- 
ever he goes, for it was war, not pleasure, that 
sent him to the country.

THIS BORE WAR. 
(From The St. Louis Post-Dispatch.) 


There are communiques and nightly black- 
outs, but much of Europe finds it difficult to real- 
ize a War is going on. And it is thus far. on the 
western front, a war unique in the world’s history. 

The grim forts and huge guns of the Siegfried 
and Maginot lines frown savagely across the 
Rhine, while on the river itself a string of 20 
Dutch barges sails calmly along, bound from 
Etrasbourg to Rotterdam, their crews waving gaily 
to the soldiers on both banks. . London pubs 
chuckle over the yarn about the five Tommies 
court-martialed and shot in France for a grave 
military offense—trying to get to the front. A 
French journalist, Henri de Kerillis, coins the 
prize epigram of the month: “A war can be made 
without declaring it. It can also be declared with- 
out making #t.”” London wits refer sardonically to 
the conflict as the “Bore War.” 


The dreaded air raids haven't happened, so 
the blackouts and the omnipresent gas masks are 
becoming a bit of a nuisance. There haven't even 
been air raids on German, French or English arms 
factories or railroads, and European citizens are 
beginning to wonder when the war is supposed 
to break out. While impertinent jokes are made 
about it all, and boredom displaces the earlier 
strain, Prime Minister Chamberlain gravely tells 
the house of commons that while ‘there is no sac- 
rifice from which we will shrink, what we will 
not do is to rush into adventures that offer little 
prospect of success.”

NEW ROOSEVELT STRATEGY WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.— 

Like the bourbons he de- 
nounces, the President has sometimes seemed neither to learn from 
nor forget events. There was reason for the reminiscent shudder 
that ran through many who agree with him on repeal of the arms 
embargo when the anti-repealists gleefully proclaimed that “this 
would be another court fight.” 

But the most striking development of these last few days is the 
President’s complete abandonment of his old like-it-or-lump-it sys- 
tem of dealing with congress. This system was born in the New 
Deal’s first wild weeks, when both house and senate were willing 
to accept a roll of old newspaper for a banking bill, and to pass 
it without cavil. It came to its unpleasing maturity during the 
court fight, when the President, persistently refusing compromise, 
virtually superseded his legislative leaders in favor of a small group 
of personal henchmen. 

While the President’s personal aides have not recently been per- 
mitted to swarm through the capitol, the system continued un- 
changed until the end of the last session of congress. It was the 
President’s custom to tell the. docile Senator Alben W. Barkley and 
the unhappy house leaders what he wanted, to brush aside their 
complaints, and send them back to the hill to do or die. As he 
allowed them no freedom of action and gave little weight to their 
reports on the congressional temper, the results were generally 


pretty bad. 
RIGHT WAY AND WRONG This time, however, the Presi- 


dent has made repeal of the 
arms embargo the sole sine qua non, giving his congressional lead- 
ers positive carte blanche as to all other matters at his very first 
meeting with them. 

When he argued for executive discretion in his neutrality mes- 
sage it seemed for a moment that he might return to his old ways. 
The leaders were not. worried, however, for they knew that Vice 
President John N. Garner, who shares the President’s views as to 
the constitutional division of power over foreign policy, had en- 
couraged him to make the argument. ‘They calmly convened the 
group of Democratic senators—many of them old Rooseveit enemies 
—and wrote the substitute neutrality act over the week end. In 
their draft they thought first of the feeling in congress, paying little 
attention to the President’s personal desires. 

It is curious. indeed, that. the only precedent for this incident 
in the entire history of the New Deal should be provided by the 
court fight story. In June of the long, bitter fight, a small group 
of Democratic senators gathered in just the same way to write the 
substitute court bill. But that was after the President had realized 
he was licked, and desperately called in the late Joe Robinson to 
pick up the pieces. The difference is vast between starting a fight 
the right way, and insisting on the wrong way for so long that all

You will find in this target in my desk that 15 hits are placed 
in a fairly good pattern in the stomach of the silhouetted figure on 
the target. Those 15 shots were fired separately. The final five 
were fired in a “burst,” that is in one-half second. Of those five, 
four went over the target and one beneath it. 

A second target shows 16 of a burst of 20 shots in the target. 
They are not, however, in a good pattern. Some are in the white 
outside the target: some in the arms and some the shoulders, 

In the years gone by I have fired at least a few rounds from 
many kinds of rifles, revolvers and guns. Most of this firing was 
with a Springfield rifle, that most excellent rifle which the army 
has uséd for many years; and with a shotgun. 

Director J. Edgar Hoover very graciously had arranged a tour 
of the FBI and we had come finally to the firing range where all 
agents are taught to shoot a rifle, revolver, machine gun and special 
repeating rifles. The range is sound-proofed, richochet-proof and 
bullet proof. After demonstrating a new revolver which is not 
larger than a .45 and which will shoot through bullet-proof steel as 
it would through cheese, he took up the “tommy gun.” He fired a 
few shots and asked: 

“Would you like to try it?” 

I felt something like a small boy must feel when turned loose 
in an ice cream plant and told to help himself. .Would I like to 
try it? 


QUICK SHOOTING There is a peep sight on the gun but the 
agents are not taught to use it. They 
sight it in by the field sight and let go. 

The muzzle rides up a bit with each shot. One aims a bit below 
the target. That was easy. The ability to squeeze off the trigger 
instead of pulling the trigger, came back. Fifteen shots at 60 feet 
were not too difficult. 

Then he flipped a control and the gun, with five shots in it, 
was ready for a “burst.” 

Agent Al Belmont explained that for automatic firing one must 
take a well-braced position with the right leg well back and the 
body well forward. 

I took the position, aimed, and squeezed the trigger. A stream 
of bullets came out. It was exactly as if a stream of water under 
terrific pressure had leaped out. The muzzle leaped upward. I 
yanked it down. Not a one of the five bullets hit the target. 

I tried again with a larger burst and managed to get most of 
them in the target. 

I came away with no heightened appreciation of the FBI agents, 
that being already at its maximum, but with a decidedly enlight- 
ened perspective of why they merit that appreciation which all 
Americans must feel for them.

He was indeed a white man and a gentleman. And the Ger- 
many he ruled was fast becoming the leading nation of the world. 
In literature and music its fame was established for all time. Its 
universities were renowned the world over. Its scientists and es- 
pecially its medical men were revered by all races. In many lines, 
its manufacturers had no competition. Its merchant ships had won 
a large share of the world’s business. The nation was progres- 
sive, prosperous, honored. There was no limit to what it might 
have accomplished. 

But there were Germans of another kind, military men, who 
scorned the honors of peace and dreamed of making their nation 
great by force. They toasted “der tag” when their wonderful mill- 
tary machine would begin the conquest of the world. They loved 
power for its own sake, and they dreamed of Germanizing Europe 
and dominating all mankind. 

Their dream led to a war that destroyed them and left Ger- 
many prostrate, bankrupt, starving and humiliated. In that state 
the nation was fertile soil for any wild excess, and a demagogue 
appeared to cultivate it.

ON THE WESTERN FRONT, Sept. 
27.—(?)—An air skirmish 10,000 
feet above a “ghost” city—Saar- 
bruecken—in which six German 
|purguit planes chased after one 
French plane, the dealing of ran- 
dom shot known to Germans as 
wthe “vesper blessing,” and artil- 
lery fire five miles from Zwier- 
bruecken to a point one and 
quarter miles outside the city— 
these were all that happened on 
the western front so far as I could 
see today. 

Today's journey took me from 
Trier on the Moselle river past the 
Reich’s first line of defense, then 
along the Saar river and the Saar 
valley to Kaiserlautern in the Pa- 
latinates — always following the 


Siegfried line. 


Desultory Shooting. 

Germans said that “desultory” 
shots also had been exchanged in 
the early morning from the French 
heights opposite Saarbruecken. 

It was certain that neither Saar- 
bruecken nor Zweibruecken were 
hit by the French during our stay, 
nor could I detect any signs that 
these principal Saar valley centers 
had been hit previously. 

Numerous German officers and 


privates with whom I talked, said | 


not a single German pillbox had 
had to return French fire. 

The Germans reported that the 
only fighting, outside of occasional 
exehanges in the air, that occurs 
daily is near Zweibruecken. This 
the Germans call the “vesper 
blessing” because of its regularity 
about 6 p. m. 

At that time the sun is at the 
backs of the French and the Ger- 
man positions are best visible to 
them. Not much harm is done, 
however, on either side, the Ger- 
mans said. 

Saarbruecken, an industrial city 
of 69,000 inhabitants, with valua- 


‘ble steel and iron works, is dead.

The kind to 
strive to create is that which im- 
pels family and friends to inquire 
with obvious pleasure: ‘What did 
you put on this—it is so good!” 

Correct. seasoning and _ skillful 
use of condiments is the secret of 
fine cooking. It is that which has 
made famous the outstanding 
French restaurants in this country 
and in Europe. After all, the 


'French chef who creates “Oysters 


Rockefeller” begins with nothing 
more than you do—oysters, and 
the possibilities for segsoning them 
and combining them with other 
things—nothing except a knowl- 
edge of herbs and spices and 
sauces and an imagination which 
lets him use that knowledge! 

Do not misunderstand this ad- 
vice to use spices and condiments 
freely. It does not imply that you 
are to fill every food so full of 
condiments that it all tastes the 
same way—that is very hot. It 
does urge you to familiarize your- 


|self with more seasoning than just 
salt, 


pepper and paprika. Try 
‘sage, celery salt, mustard seeds, 
chili powder, ground ginger, mar- 
joram, bay leaves, caraway seeds, 
mace, dried parsley, curry powder, 
/cardamon seeds, thyme, onion salt, 
turmeric and cayenne as well, as 
the more familiar cloves, nutmeg 
‘and allspice.
